Self-investigation in serious cases flawed, inconsistent, says report 


Man critical 
after found in 
burning home 

tragedy An elderly 
Edmonton man is in criti¬ 
cal condition after being 
found in his burning 
home. 

Around 6:15 a.m. yester¬ 
day morning, Edmonton 
fire crews were called to a 
home on 105 Avenue and 
80th Street. 

Inside, the crews found 
an unconscious man who 
appeared to be in cardiac 
arrest while being 
removed from the house. 
John Muir, spokesman for 
Edmonton Fire and 
Rescue, said the man is be¬ 
lieved to be in his late 50s. 

It is suspected the fire 
may have begun in the liv¬ 
ing room, but the cause is 
still unknown as the inves¬ 
tigation is currently 
underway.

Mounties should not 
investigate themselves in 
serious cases that involve 
death or sexual assault, 
according to a report 
released yesterday. 

The current system, 
which was used to investi¬ 
gate the death of Polish 
immigrant Robert 

Dzielcanski at Vancouver’s 
airport, is flawed, inconsis¬ 
tent and fails to instill pub¬ 
lic confidence, the Com¬ 
mission for Public Com¬ 
plaints Against the RCMP 


(CPC) has concluded. 

“As the seriousness of an 
alleged offence by a mem¬ 
ber increases, the discre¬ 
tion for the RCMP to re¬ 
spond as it deems appro¬ 
priate must be removed 
and be replaced by manda¬ 
tory requirements,” said 
CPC chair Paul E. Kennedy. 

The RCMP doesn’t have 
“solid policies” on how in¬ 
ternal criminal investiga¬ 
tions should be handled. 

Of the 28 cases exam¬ 
ined, a main investigator 


who personally knew the 
accused conducted 25 per 
cent of them. 

In 60 per cent of the 
cases, a lone investigator 
was assigned and their 
qualifications varied sig¬ 
nificantly. 

To remedy the situa¬ 
tion, the CPC is recom¬ 
mending the creation of a 
national RCMP member- 
investigation registrar to 
co-ordinate the develop¬ 
ment of policies. 

Serious investigations 


should be referred to an 
external police force or 
provincial criminal inves¬ 
tigation body with the in¬ 
volvement of a CPC ob¬ 
server. 

A manual should also be 
created to give Mounties 
guidelines on how to han¬ 
dle lesser offences. 

Kennedy said the changes 
are necessary because po¬ 
lice are held to a higher 
standard by the very nature 
of the work they do.

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DEVASTATION A Veil of 
smoke obscured the inte¬ 
rior B.C. mountain range 
on Fatima Hasanali’s 
recent trip to Kelowna, a 
constant reminder of the 
devastation she was there 
to help those who fled 
overcome. 

“I was naive going in,” 
the Alberta Red Cross me¬ 
dia co-ordinator said, 
adding the reality of the 
ravaging wildfire hit her 
upon arriving in the 
Okanogan region. 

Thousands of B.C. resi¬ 
dents are picking up the 
pieces after hundreds of 
wildfires sent them from 
their homes, prompting 
Red Cross volunteers to 
rush to the region for re¬ 
lief. 

In addition to providing 
cots and blankets to local 
emergency shelters, 
volunteers are linking dis¬ 
placed and fire-affected 
evacuees with cleanup 
kits, food, clothing and 
counselling. 

“You don’t expect some¬ 
thing like this to happen 
to you, and then you expe¬ 
rience emotions like fear, 
hopelessness and every 
other negative emotion 
that comes through when 
dealing with a fire,” 
Hasanali said. 

Local Red Cross 
volunteers will stay in the 
area and staff a recovery 
centre in Lillooet until the 
majority of affected 
residents are back on 
their feet, she added. 

A four-day mandatory 
evacuation of the area was 
lifted last week.

Painted signs on 
sidewalks and posters lin¬ 
ing the Whyte Avenue 
strip remind cyclists, 
rollerbladers and 
skateboarders that using 
the sidewalk comes with a 
price. 

The week of Aug. 11-16 
will be used to inform rid¬ 
ers that the sidewalks of 
Whyte Avenue are for 
pedestrian use only by is¬ 
suing warnings. The fol¬ 
lowing week, however, 
police officers will be 


cracking down with fines 
ranging from $100-$250. 

“The summer months 
always bring a lot of peo¬ 
ple to the Whyte Avenue 
sidewalks,” Const. Rohitas 
Chandra said. “This is 
about ensuring the safety 
of pedestrians.” 

Old Strathcona Business 
Association executive di¬ 
rector Shirley Lowe said 
businesses are receiving 
complaints from cus¬ 
tomers about the traffic of 
cyclists, rollerbladers and 
skateboarders. 

“A lot of them worry 
about opening the door 
and hitting one of them,” 


Lowe said. “Others have 
said they felt they were 
going to get run down.” 

With the Fringe begin¬ 
ning this week, Lowe said 
it’s important that walk¬ 
ing remains the main 
mode of transportation on 
Whyte Avenue, and it’s 
better to enforce rules 
now rather than after 
someone gets injured. 


Augustine Imad said he 
wants more of a warning 
period before enforce¬ 
ment. 

“I don’t think it’s fair to 
do this on such short no¬ 
tice,” Imad said. “There 
should have been a warn¬ 
ing at the beginning of 
the year so everyone is 
aware.” 

Chandra said the force 


has been working to in¬ 
form people about the 
laws verbally, but the mes¬ 
sage wasn’t getting across. 

If caught biking, 
rollerblading or skate¬ 
boarding between 99 
Street and 109 Street, 
fines start at $100. If 
someone is being reckless 
with any of these trans¬ 
portation methods, fines 
could reach $250. The on¬ 
ly exception is for bicycles 
with tires with a diameter 
50 centimetres or less. 

It’s encouraged that all 
cyclists, rollerbladers, and 
skateboarders use the 
road instead of sidewalks.

Germany have charged a 
16-year-old schoolgirl with 
attempted murder for 
planning to burn her class¬ 
mates alive this year. 

The teenager from the 
western town of Sanlct Au¬ 
gustin is accused of hatch¬ 
ing a plan to lock pupils in 
their classrooms at her 
school and set fire to the 
building with gas bombs, 
prosecutors in Bonn said 
yesterday. 

“The accused has made a 


comprehensive confession,” 
prosecutors said in a state¬ 
ment. “According to her 
own statements and the in¬ 
vestigation, she appears to 
have had a huge problem 
with fellow pupils, teachers 
and her parents.” 

If found guilty of attempt¬ 
ed murder, as well as 
charges of causing grievous 
bodily harm, planning an 
explosion and breaking gun 
laws, she faces a youth cus¬ 
todial sentence of up to 10 
years. 


On May 11, the girl en¬ 
tered the school armed 
with the gas bombs, a start¬ 
ing pistol and a short sword 
with which she planned to 
stab a teacher in order to 
steal the classroom keys, 
prosecutors said. 

However, the plan failed 
when another schoolgirl 
stumbled upon her in the 
toilets as she donned a 
mask. The accused wound¬ 
ed the 17-year-old with the 
sword but a teacher inter¬ 
vened to rescue her. reuters

MYANMAR U.S. President 
Barack Obama condemned 
Myanmar yesterday for convict¬ 
ing and sentencing opposition 
leader Aung San Suu Kyi and 
called for her “immediate un¬ 
conditional release.” A court 
sentenced Suu Kyi to 18 months 
in detention, a verdict that will 
keep her off the political stage 
ahead of next year's elections. 
The court handed down a 
three-year term for violation of 
an internal security law, but it 
was immediately halved on the 
orders of the military govern¬ 
ment. 

CHECHNYA The kidnapped head 
of a children's charity and her 
husband were found murdered 
in the trunk of a car in Chech¬ 
nya yesterday in the latest in a 
string of killings in the troubled 
Russian state. The bodies of 
Zarema Sadulayeva and Alik 
Dzhabrailov were found with 
bullet wounds hours after they 
were seized in Grozny. 

TAIWAN About 700 people from 
the remote mountains of 
southern Taiwan were found 
alive overnight after it was 
feared they may have been 
buried by mudslides, officials 
said. The survivors from four 
villages made it to higher 
ground before walls of mud 
and rock submerged their 
homes, said Hu Jui-chou, an 
army official involved in the res¬ 
cue effort. 

FLU Costa Rican President Oscar 
Arias is suffering from influen¬ 
za A (H 1 N 1 ), also known as 
swine flu, an official said yester¬ 
day. Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Arias, 68, has a mild case of the 
virus which he tested positive 
for yesterday after feeling un¬ 
well at the weekend, the gov¬ 
ernment said. Arias is at home 
and plans to do some work 
from there. Some of the presi¬ 
dent's duties have been given 
to Cabinet ministers for the 
moment.

Canadian bankruptcies 
rose 51*6 per cent in June 
compared to a year earlier 
as more consumers were 
unable to pay debts, but 
business bankruptcies 
rose only modestly 
despite the recession, a 
government report 
showed. 

The number of consumer 
bankruptcies in June rose 
54.3 per cent to 10,823 from 
June 2008, while business

Business bankruptcies 
were concentrated in manu¬ 
facturing, retail, finance, re¬ 
al estate and hospitality, 
while the number of bank¬ 
ruptcies in construction fell. 

bankruptcies rose 10.8 per 
cent to 515, the Office of the 
Superintendent of Bank¬ 
ruptcy Canada said. 


“The sharp jump in con¬ 
sumer bankruptcies is not 
too surprising given we’re 
coming off a recession, and 
it’s probably a lagged re¬ 
sponse to the massive job 
losses earlier in the year,” 
said BMO Capital Markets 
senior economist Sal 
Guatieri. “Job losses have 
moderated, so we should 
see a slower rate of increase 
in consumer bankruptcies 
going forward.” reuters

A stunt coordinator called 
him looking for a stunt 
double who could do mar¬ 
tial arts for the TV show 
Cobra and tall, trim Bam¬ 
ford fit the bill perfectly. 
The director nicknamed 
him Bam-Bam that first day 
on set and the name has 
stuck with Bamford since. 
Bamford doubled for David 
Duchovny for most of The 
X-Files’ entire run and was 
primaiy stunt coordinator 


on the recently ended se¬ 
ries Stargate Atlantis. 

Throughout his stunt ca¬ 
reer Bamford has worked 
with dozens of action stars 
like Sylvester Stallone, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and Vin Diesel. Gwyneth 
Paltrow smashed him over 
the head with a stool in the 
film Duets and he has been 
light on fire, thrown off 
cliffs and hurled through 
windows more times that 
he could ever count. While 
some people probably 
think that all sounds like a 
barrel of fun — and Bam¬ 
ford insists that it certainly 
is — doing stunts correctly 
and safely is much harder 
than it looks. 

“People see the easy days 
and think, ‘I could do that.’ 
They don’t see the days you 
break your arm,” Bamford 
said. 


“It takes an incredible 
amount of concentration 
and an incredible amount 
of athletic ability to per¬ 
form a stunt correctly. Just 
to jump off a building you 
have to train your brain to 
allow you to do it. A stunt¬ 
man is not a daredevil,” he 
added. 

While safety is para¬ 
mount, no stunt is 100 per 
cent safe — that’s why 
stunt people get hired in 
the first place. 

“We’re a calculated risk 
but there’s always that risk. 
You tiy to make a stunt as 
foolproof as possible but 
the more variables you add, 
the more risk there is.”

The world has a serious 
demand for environmen¬ 
tally friendly vehicles, and 
the automotive market is 
poised for an electric revo¬ 
lution. The latest wave of 
electric vehicles that were 
once only auto show 
pipedreams are now only 
a few months away from 


general consumption. 

Many manufacturers cur¬ 
rently have plans for new 
electric vehicles in the not- 
so-distant future, but Ford, 
General Motors and Nissan 
seem to be the closest to re¬ 
ality. 

One of Ford’s projects has 
a Canadian bent: Magna In¬ 
ternational, the Aurora, 
Ont.-based parts maker, is 
co-developing what’s now 
been revealed as a battery- 


electric version of the next- 
generation Focus, due to ar¬ 
rive in 2011. 

General Motors knows 
that its plug-in hybrid, the 
upcoming Chevrolet Volt, 
has attracted plenty of atten¬ 
tion. Even Ontario Premier 
Dalton McGuinty stood be¬ 
side a pre-production model 
during his recent announce¬ 
ment of a $10,000 govern¬ 
ment rebate on range-ex¬ 
tended hybrids and battery 


electric vehicles. 

However, to everyone’s 
surprise, GM announced an¬ 
other vehicle that will take 
advantage of the Volt’s cost¬ 
ly powertrain ... and it’s a 
Buiclc. 

Finally, Nissan shocked 
the world earlier this month 
when it announced its new 
battery-electric LEAF. 

The company calls LEAF 
the world’s first affordable, 
zero-emission car. Designed 


as a five-seat hatchback, the 
LEAF uses lithium-ion batter¬ 
ies and promises to travel 
more than 160 km on a 


charge. According to Nis¬ 
san Canada, the BEVs will 
be on the roads in Canada

H ydrogen is never 
found by itself in 
nature. But it is 
one of the most 
plentiful substances on 


earth. In Canada, there 
might 10 filling stations 
where a person might buy 
it. 

Ry Smith is director of 
the Hydrogen Village, an 
outreach project of the 
Canadian Hydrogen and 
Fuel Cell Association. He 
notes we may have been 
spoiled by gasoline, which 
is incredibly easy to move 
around: “If you had to, you 
could probably carry gaso¬ 
line around in a pail.” 

There is no doubt that 
hydrogen is trickier to 
move around. 

It’s a gas so you want to 
compress it, to make it 
more compact. That takes 
energy and stout tanks. If 
you really want to make it 
super compact, you can 
even liquefy it, which takes 
more energy and then it 
needs to be kept very cold. 
The BMW Hydrogen 7 runs 
on liquid hydrogen, so the 
cars have more range. 

The other way is to make 
hydrogen is right at the fu¬ 
elling stations. Honda is 
experimenting with a 
“home” unit that makes 
hydrogen from natural gas.

Honda is currently experimenting with a “home” fuelling 
unit that makes hydrogen from natural gas. 


(Then you could have a fu¬ 
el cell in your house, for all 
your electricity needs.) 

Considering we are mov¬ 
ing to post-fossil fuel fu¬ 
ture, we just might have to 
accept a bit more complex¬ 
ity in our energy infra¬ 
structure. 

But there is no technical 
hurdle we need to over¬ 
come for a hydrogen infra¬ 


structure to take root. 

The problems concern 
politics and commerce. 
The auto industry doesn’t 
want to keep investing in 
hydrogen vehicles unless 
there are hydrogen filling 
stations coming. 

The energy industry 
doesn’t want to invest in 
hydrogen stations, unless 
there are thousands of hy¬ 


drogen vehicles coming. 

The government is not 
ready to mandate anything; 
it would rather let market 
forces be the arbitrator of 
winning technologies and 
winning companies. 

So we have this uneasy 
equilibrium, creating an 
arid environment for the 
growth of hydrogen infra¬ 
structure. 

Smith believes the best 
way to roll out the infra¬ 
structure is to let central¬ 
ized fleets be the pioneers. 
That way one could make a 
fuel station business case 
work right off the bat. 

Smith believes it’s a cer¬ 
tainty that hydrogen will 
be part on our future ener¬ 
gy picture — automotive 
and otherwise — especial¬ 
ly as we move to more re¬ 
newable sources of elec¬ 
tricity, like wind and solar. 

So, right now there are 
more plot lines in the hy¬ 
drogen story than The 
Young and the Restless. So 
don’t touch that dial!

6 30 St. Mary Axe (“The 
Gherkin”), London, Eng¬ 
land: While some scoff at the 
modern, bullet-like structure, 
others are impressed by its 
originality. It's more than 
three times the height of Ni¬ 
agara Falls. 

7 Jantar Mantar; Jaipur, 
India: The Griffith Obser¬ 


vatory of its time, this 17 th- 
century planetarium of sorts 
played a pivotal role in pred¬ 
icting the area's astronomical 
and meteorological events. 

8 The Golden Pavilion; Ky¬ 
oto, Japan: The dramatic 
effect of the building's gold 
leaf reflected in the pavilion's 
surrounding, aptly named 
“Mirror Pond,” makes this al¬ 
ready striking structure dou¬ 
bly impressive. Though 
imposing, the building and 
its surrounding area make for 
a remarkably serene experi¬ 
ence. 

9 Wiblingen Abbey 
Library; Ulm, Germany: 

The showy splendor and un- 
apologetic opulence of this 
Rococo building is in the “You 
have to see it to believe it” 
category. A bit gaudy, 
perhaps, but even critics have 
to admit to being wowed at 
the pure vision and execution 
of this not-so-quiet library.

Men on a mission

Quentin Tarantino’s latest 
pop art extravaganza, In- 
glourious Basterds, once 
again resurrects a former¬ 
ly popular genre. 

Having previously dab¬ 
bled in the heist film, 
blaclcsploitation cinema, 
the chopsocky epic, and 
grindhouse horror, Taranti¬ 
no has now turned his at¬ 
tention to a specific subset 
of war movies: The men- 
on-a-mission tale. 

These films typically in¬ 
volve following a group of 
walking piles of testos¬ 
terone on a seemingly im¬ 
possible mission. Tarantino 
has assembled a colorful 
cast of characters, lead by 
Brad Pitt, who make it their 
goal to inflict as much pain 


on Adolph Hitler’s Nazis as 
possible during the Second 
World War. 

As always, his film is 
steeped in movies of the 
past. Here are a few exam¬ 
ples of the best men-on-a- 
mission movies that pre¬ 
ceded Inglourious Basterds. 

The Dirty Dozen: The 
granddaddy of all men-on- 
a-mission tales refines the 
genre to its most basic 
components. We see a 
group of badass actors as¬ 
sembled for a special mis¬ 
sion, watch them train, 
fight, and bond with each 
other, and then see the 
gang head into the big 
game for a massive and 
gloriously violent climax. 

The cast is stocked exclu¬ 
sively with guys’ guys like 
Lee Marvin, Charles Bron¬ 
son, John Cassavetes, and 
football great Jim Brown. 


Even at an epic 150 min¬ 
utes, this is a streamlined 
action feast made to appeal 
to the audience’s base ma¬ 
cho instincts. The movie 
has become a cable classic 
for a reason: It elicits the 
same hoot-and-holler re¬ 
sponse from the target audi¬ 
ence as a football game. 

The Big Red One: 
Writer/director Sam Fuller 
made a career out of ag¬ 
gression and sensational¬ 
ism, but didn’t create the 
most personal and ar¬ 
guably best film of his ca¬ 
reer until his ’70s. The Big 
Red One once again puts 
Lee Marvin in command of 
a group soldiers during the 
Second World War, but 
this time Fuller mixes de¬ 
pressing wartime realism 
with the over-the-top the¬ 
atrics (including the finest 
cinematic depiction of D- 


day until Spielberg went to 
Normandy). 

Available in a sadly trun¬ 
cated theatrical cut and an 
overlong, but more satisfy¬ 
ing director’s cut, this is one 
of the most unsentimental 
war movies out there. 

The Inglorious Bastards: 
Tarantino stole the title and 
atmosphere from 
this ridiculous Ital¬ 
ian exploitation 
flick from the 
’70s, but little 
else. The movie 
is about a group 
of American sol¬ 
diers being sent home for 
various crimes (including 
murder), whose transport 
gets attacked by Nazis, forc¬ 
ing them to fight there way 
through Germany to make 
it to Switzerland and free¬ 
dom. 

It’s absurdly violent and

over-the-top, but 
that’s just part of 
the fun. Starring ’70s 
exploitation icon Fred 
Williamson, this is a lost 
trash classic. 

Saving Private Ryan: 
Though Steven Spielberg’s 
trademark sentimentalism 
and humanism might keep 
most audiences from recog¬ 
nizing it as being part of the 
genre, this is a men-on-a- 


mission film through and 
through. The movie has all 
the action and macho one- 
upmanship that defines the 
genre, it’s just presented in 
a more realistic and Oscar 
friendly package. 

Take off the unnecessary 
wrap around plot at a mili¬ 
tary graveyard and this is 
one of the purest and most 
entertaining men-on-a- 
mission movies ever made.

Roasted Salmon 
with Sauteed 
Greens 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 ml) brown sugar 
1 tsp (5 ml) mustard pow¬ 
der 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
11/4 lbs (625 g) salmon, 
cut into 4 pieces 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
1 large red onion, cut into 
thin strips 

8 oz (250 g) baby spinach 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. In small 
bowl, combine vinegar, 
brown sugar, mustard and 
salt. Brush 1/2 of mixture 
over salmon. Broil until 
opaque, 4 to 5 minutes, 
brushing with vinegar 
mixture after 2 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, heat oil in 


large skillet over medium 
heat. Add onion and cook 
until lightly browned, 2 
minutes. Cover and cook 
until tender, 2 minutes. 
Add spinach and cook, 
stirring, until almost wilt¬ 
ed, 1 minute. Add remain¬ 
ing vinegar mixture and 
cook, stirring, until 
spinach is wilted and 
sauce thickens slightly, 1 
minute. 

3. Divide spinach mixture 
equally among 4 dinner 
plates. Top each serving 
with piece of salmon.
